Contragious Abortion — A Serious 


Abortion is now the sec- 
ond most insidious disease of 
cattle, the economic loss being 
almost equal to that of tuber- 
culosis, and every layman in- 
terested in — e 

ery effo at lies 
fothin gg A to prevent this disease from entering and infect- 
ing the cattle upon his farm. 

The primary or exciting causative factor is now conceded by 
all the scientific investigators as the abortion bacillus, and the 
pregnant cow furnishes the fertile soil in her uterus for its propa- 
gation and development. The fact should not be overlooked that 
many of the troubles associated with abortion disease is not alto- 
gether due to this specific germ. Just what part these secondary 
organisms play in producing a retained placenta and sterility in 
aborting cows and white scours and pneumonia in calves is not def- 
initely known. . 
wae ome disease can well be compared with some of the in- 
fectious and contagious dis- 
eases in other animals as 
cholera in hogs, distemper in 
dogs, influenza in horses, due 
to the fact that animals suf- 
fering from these diseases 
are susceptible to multiple 
complications that are more 
dangerous to life than the 
orginal disease. The most 
vital question is what is the 
principal source of dissemin- 
ation? The purchase of an 
infected animal is the most 
prolific means of spreading 
the disease. A pregnant cow 
if harboring the germs of this 
disease in her uterus becomes 
a source of infection at the 
time of calving and will con- 
tinue to discharge the dis- 
ease-producing organisms i 
through her genital organs Pi oe 
until the uterus ceases to ic duo 
propagate the abortion bacil- iit 
lus: How long she will con- 
tinue to be a carrier, whether 
aborting or giving birth to a 
normal calf, is not known. The 
bull is considered a carrier by coming in direct contact with affected 
cows and conveying the disease to the non-infected cows he serves. 
The disease is also disseminated through the herd by eating feed 
which has been contaminated by the discharge from an aborting an- 
imal. The symptoms of contagious abortion disease are usually plain 
if an accurate history of the herd can be obtained. If more than 
one cow aborts, with or without a retained placenta, abortion dis- 
ease must be suspected, although there are no symptoms that 
would lead to a positive diagnosis. Young cows or heifers aborting 
for the first time are liable to discharge a dead foetus at the third 
or fourth month of pregnancy, while older cows do not abort us- 
ually until about the seventh month. Premature live calves or 
normal calves from an aborter often suffer later from white scours 
or pneumonia. Calves nursing cows that are harboring the abor-

white scours or other danger- 
ous diseases. 

Laboratory blood examin- 
ation is the only reliable meth- 
—— od of diagnosing contagious 
abortion in cattle. When abortion is suspected in a herd a sample of 
blood should be collected from each animal in the herd and sent to 
a laboratory to be tested. The agglutination or the complement 
fixation tests are as reliable as any serological test. 

If a cow reacts to either of the above tests, it is not positive 
proof that she will abort, but she may be a carrier and should be 
treated as an aborter. 

The great economic loss is not only due to the failure of the 
cow to bring forth a healthy calf, but many cows become sterile 
either after the first or subsequent abortion. Sterility is becoming 


‘ one of the most dreaded sequels to abortion disease. 


Isolation for a reason- 
able length of time of a new- 
ly-purchased cow or bull from 
the home herd is imperative 
to insure safety. Public or 
private sales of infected an- 
imals should be prevented ex- 
cept for immediate slaughter. 
To purchase young breeding 
stock and allow them to as- 
sociate with affected animals 
with the hope of building up 
a healthy herd is sure to be 
followed by disasterous re- 
sults. 

Prevention by the so- 
called abortion cures, largely 
composed of carbolic acid, 
have failed to give results 
when placed under experi- 
mental test. The Bureau of 
Animal Industry and many of 
the state agricultural exper- 
iment stations have exploited 
many of the medical agent. 
advertised and perscribed ana 
found them wanting in merit. 

When we considered that 
only about 50 per cent of the 
animals that abort the first 
time will abort the second time, and from 8 to 7 per cent. of those 
that abort the second time will abort the third time, and seldom if 
ever does an animal abort the fourth time, it is easy to understand 
why many of the remedies have been given undue credit for their 
supposed curative properties. 

The owner of an infected herd can not expect an early eradi- 
cation of the disease, or to establish immunity in individuals that 
have aborted and at the same time prevent sterility, without the 
aid of outside professional services, and a thorough application of 
disinfecting agents and a rational use of mild antiseptic measures. 

If a cow aborts and the placental membrane is retained for 
more than twenty-four hours a reliable and competent veterinarian 
should be called, who should be allowed to exercise his judgment as 
to just when the afterbirth should be taken. [Continued on page 23 
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Foreign Trade — Its Relation to Agriculture 


It may seem strange that at 
this particular stage of our 
economic life we have to con- 
vince any intelligent citizen of 
the United States of the inter- 
dependence of nations and of na- 
tional and international industry. 
It is, however, easily possible to ; 
have general conception without practical realization of a condition 
which affects the nation as a whole and which strikes at millions of 
citizens in the indirect and collective rather than in the direct and 
individual sense. It is this new condition, or rather our failure to 
grasp it and deal with it promptly and courageously, as well as our 
national unreadiness for it, that may be held largely responsible for 
most of the economic confusion prevailing in the United States to- 
day. 

New problems, new situations, new relations, political, social 
and economic, have arisen on all sides in their proportionate con- 
tribution to the job of reconstruction which has been imposed upon 
the shoulders of the peoples whose inherited leadership makes it 
primarily their task. Government, business, and community leader- 
ship in their strivings for genera! betterment will always have to 
meet provincialism and insularity among the obstacles which they 
may expect to encounter. But as a nation it surely does not need 
to be emphasized that we can no longer be content to live and let 
live, but must live and help live if we are to enjoy the fullness of 
life ourselves and perform our duty in the interests of civilization 
at large. While before the war we were a debtor nation in the sum 
of five billion dollars, we are today the world’s creditor in the sum 
of about fifteen billion dollars. 

Our entire relation to the world’s business and to the world’s 
interest has completely altered, and some of us have only now be- 
gun to comprehend the signif- 
icance of the change. Regard- 
less of our abstract concep- 
tions, it is certain that our 
economic machinery—indus- 
trial and financial—was not 
ready for the rapid transfor- 
mation from debtor to credi- 
tor. Other peoples have al- 
ways regarded us as a nation 
of resourceful and adaptable 
individuals, but these interna- 
tional changes so directly and 
enormously affecting our 
economic life have been a lit- 
tle too fast for us. Every 
banker here will appreciate 
how easily this kind of thing 
can happen in corporation ex- 
perience. Advertise a service 
which you are not “geared 
up” to deliver, and you will 
have a very practical illustra- 
tion of what it means to be 
called upon to respond to de- 
mands for which your internal 
machinery lacks adequate ca- 
pacity. 

There is not a banker in 
this audience who needs to be 
impressed with the import- 
ance which all these new con- 
ditions bear to agriculture—the very, basis of our productive life and 
the source of most of our national demands for continuous indus- 
trial energy. It is seldom, however, that we take time to analyze 
things as they are. We are in the habit of taking more or less ob- 
vious things for granted and accepting them as a part of the nat- 
ural ebb and flow of circumstance. 

One-third of the people of the United States are engaged in 
agricultural pursuits. Our selective draft demonstrated this propor- 
tion. Out of 55,560,863 workers, 19,271,834 were engaged in agri- 
—, forestry and fisheries when the selective draft was organ- 
ized. 

The value of wealth produced in the United States by farms 
during the year 1919 was $24,982,000.000. It is estimated that there 
are seven million farms in the United States. The census of 1910 
—more than a decade ago—showed the value of our farm proper- 
ties to be $41,000,000,000. This, of course, has greatly increased 
since then. In 1919 our food exports were in excess of 34 per cent. 
of the total-exports of the United States. During 1920 we exported

__ Did you ever stop to con- 
sider the vast and systematic 
movement of commodities oy- 
er trade routes and sea lanes, 
caravan trails and mountain 
passes which takes place as a 
matter of daily routine? The 
mills of Dundee in Scotland, 
for example, feed the jute 
producers of India. From 
Yucatan and from the Phil- 
ippines hemp reaches the cor- 
dage mills of every country. 
The leather industries of 
Europe draw on almost every 
grazing area in the world for 
their supply of hides and 
skins. The oil mills of South- 
ern France absorb the sup- 
plies of cottonseed, soya 
beans, peanuts, sesame, rape 
seed and palm kernels from a 
hundred different sources. A 
considerable proportion of the 
cattle food of Europe’s herds 
comes from oilcake, the by- 
product of these cotton, bean 
and other similar oil bearing seeds. The silk mills of Europe and of 
the United States get their raw materials, in large part, from China, 
Japan and Italy. Our own greatest world exports of raw materials 
have been cotton and mineral oi] and tobacco, in addition to grain, 
meats and—during later years—coal, 

What it means to our Southern cotton plantations when the 
textile mills of England and Central Europe are shut down or run- 
ning at 30 per cent. capacity is expressed by the present carry-over 
of seven million bales of cotton from last year’s production, with a 
new crop of seven to nine million bales coming on. What the re- 
stricted consumption of the population of Europe and the restricted 
buying power of all the rest of the world means to our producers 
of grain, metals and other raw materials is expressed in frozen 
credits and congested warehouses all over the United States. The 
present crisis originated with a surplus of raw products, and it 1s 
delivery from the gloom of this particular kind of crisis that we are 
especially considering today.

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Cupbearer, the Famous Sire of Erica 


ost Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers eee 64 is known chiefly as 
the sire of Erica. While this was his 
chief claim to fame, he nevertheless 
sired other animals whose influence 
was important in shaping the breed

— Sites should cased Cupbearer. All Aberdeen-Angus cattle of 
the present century trace literally hundreds of times to Cupbearer, 
and, generally speaking, the more fashionably they are bred, the 
more they trace to him, says Wallace’s Farmer. ade 

Cupbearer was bred by Alex. Bowie, Mains of Kelly, and was 
calved in 1850. His sire was Pat 100, who was also the sire of Han- 
ton 80, the double grandsire of Black Prince of Tillyfour 77. Pat 
was bred by Hugh Watson, and resulted from mating Old Jock 126 
and Favourite (2), full brother and sister, both being sired by Grey 
Breasted Jock 113 and Old Favorite. Pat had therefore 50 per cent. 
of the blood of Grey Breasted Jock. The dam of Cupbearer, Rose of 
Kelly 65, was sired by Colonel of Ardestie 102 and out of Jenny 66. 
Nothing further is known of the breeding of Rose of Kelly. Cup- 
bearer was therefore 25 per cent. Grey Breasted Jock breeding, but 
contained no Panmure blood. 

Cupbearer is reported to have been a massive and deep-chested, 


ly-fleshed bull of gay carriage. His photograph shows that he 
pion ns considerable white on his underline. As a two-year-old he 
took first at the Highland and was sold there by Mr. Howie to the 
Earl of Southesk for 60 pounds, or $300. Cupbearer then became 
the chief sire in the Earl’s Kinnaird herd until at the age of eight, 
having become crippled, he was sent to the butcher. Of a large 
number of calves that he sired, it is stated that but one had scurs. 
Thirty-eight of his progeny are recorded in Volume 1 of the Scot- 
tish Herd Book. ; 

In 1853, Lord Southesk purchased the heifer, Emily 185, from 
Hugh Watson, of Keillor. To the service of Cupbearer, Emily 
dropped, in May, 1857, the heifer calf, Erica 184, ancestress of a 
numerous and excellent line of descendants. Erica is described as 
having been a small cow with a lovely feminine head and splendid 
quality. In 1861, Sir George MacPherson Grant, of Ballindalloch. 
secured her at the Kinnaird sale for fifty guineas. The record of 
Erica and her daughters as producers at Ballindalloch is known to 
all Angus breeders. 

Erica had four daughters recorded in the herd book—Eisa 526 
and Enchantress 541, by Trojan 198; Erica 2d 183, by Chieftain 
4407, and Ella 468, by Kildonan. Her recorded sons were: Guards-

man (658), by Windsor 118; Cup- 
bearer 2466, by Trojan, Exciseman 
801, by Victor 528, and Elcho 527, by 
Juryman 421. Erica continued to 
breed regularly until her death, at 
Ballindalloch, at sixteen years of age. 

Elcho proved a remarkably pre- 
potent sire, leaving above sixty calves at Mains of Advie, the farm 
of Charles and John Grant, and siring many good animals in the 
Ballindalloch herd, including such bulls as Justice 854 and Etonian 
9 sire of Iliad 14937. Erica’s greatest influence has come thru 

cho. 
Of the daughters of Erica, Eisa and Enchantress were retained 
in the herd and the remaining two sold. Erica 3d 182, a daughter 
of Erica 2d, is noted as the dam of the celebrated Young Viscount, 
who has transmitted much of the influence of Erica. 

Cupbearer’s influence on modern Angus does not come alone 
through Erica. Several of his sons worked notable improvements 
in the herds of their time. Kinnaird 195, by Cupbearer, was an in- 
fluential sire, and his name appears in many pedigrees. His daugh- 
ter, Norma 178, produced Bright 375, the sire of Juryman. Zara 
483 resulted from the mating of Kinnaird with his daughter, Nor- 
ma. Zara founded the tribe bearing her name, and was the dam of 
Scotsman 482, who sired Judge 472. 


Cupbearer’s Son, Druid. 


Druid 142, an early son of Cupbearer, calved in 1854, developed 
into a great show bull and did service at Kinnaird. The few calves 
that he left became impressive breeders and many of the best cattle 
of today trace to his sons, King Charles 424 and Raven 119, and his 
grandson, Theodore 225, through Thalia 226. Druid also sired Per- 
dita 446, the grandam of Palmerston 444, an important early-day 
sire, 

Odin 146, a son of Cupbearer, went to the herd of Mr. Morrison, 
of Bognie. His most noteworthy calf was. The Earl 548, who sired 
Mayflower 2d 687, the dam of Lady Ida 686, widely known as the 
foundation cow of the Blackbird family. 

Unfortunately for the breed, the herd of Lord Southesk was 
practically annihilated in 1865 by rinderpest. But five of the ani- 
mals in the entire Kinnaird herd remained, and they produced no 
offspring after surviving.the scourge. Thus perished many of the 
best descendants of Cupbearer and Druid. 

The influence of Cupbearer on Aberdeen-Angus cattle of the 
present day has come 
mainly through his daugh- 
_ter, Erica, and to a lesser 
extent through his sons, 
Druid, Kinnaird and Odin. 
and their progeny. Mod- 
ern cattle invariably carry 
from six to ten per cent. 
of the blood of Cupbearer, 
a remarkable concentration 
of a sire which lived near- 
ly seventy years ago. 

The earlier Ballindal- 
loch bred sires were rich 
in Cupbearer breeding. 
Eltham 34796, the sire of 
Prince Ito 50098, was an 
intensely-hred Cupbearer 
bull, carrying 14.5 per cent. 
of the old sire. Prince Ito 
himself had 12 per cent. 
Eurotas of Ballindalloci: 
had 13.6 per cent. Cup- 
bearer in his veins. Ed- 
ward R. 61744, the noted 
sire that was imported to 
this country by Cantine 
Brothers & Stevenson, of 
lowa, was 12.5 per cent. 

Ballindalloch bred sires 
within the past quarter of 
a century have also run 
high in this blood, Dela- 
mere 53428 having 9.5 per 
cent; Eblamere 100399. 
10.3. per cent.; Edensor 
223195, 10.3 per cent. and 
Prince of the Wassail

were given out by Prof. 
Gramlich. They are 
slightly lower than the 
estimated figures used 
in making out the ta- 
bles, and cut down the 
loss on all three bunch- 
es.

cattle to all these needy 
and to do so with the 
idea of contributing 
something to the “com- 
mon good.” It seems to me that we have been going “round and 
round” too much, buying the so-called fancy families, putting them 
in our sales and selling them to other men to put in their sales. 
Perhaps there has been some money made by a few breeders by 
this method, but as a whole, we have gotten no where. The mass of 
the so-called plain families, the bulls and the small breeders have 
been left out of the “merry-go-round,” and as a consequence many 
preeders have become discouraged and disgusted, and jealousy, dis- 
cord and strife has been bred. We can never “lengthen our cords 
and strengthen our stakes” by thus doing. Our good bulls and good 
cows of whatever name, must go to new and destitute fields, to give 
them a better agriculture, and to make a better country and people. 
This should be the leading ambition of every breeder. 

A breeder who is in the business only to make money and to 
help himself, probably at the expense of his fellow breeder and best 
interests of the breed, is surely unworthy the exalted title of breeder. 

In closing allow me again to say, that we have in our hands the 
future of this great breed of cattle, and as the nation needs them 
more than any other material blessing, it behooves us as worthy 
breeders to lay down any selfish and narrow notions and go forward 
hand in hand and heart to heart, giving to this yet needy country, 
the best beef cattle of the world.

eraged 1,226 lbs., 1,00° 
Ibs. and 781 Ibs. On the 
market. three days later 
weights were 1,187 lbs., 967 lbs. and 774 lbs. respectively, giving 
shrinks of 39 Ibs. on the 2-year-olds, 36 lbs. on the yearlings and 
only 7 lbs. on the calves. Here, as in practically every other respect, 
the calves made the best showing. 

In conducting a similar experiment next season, Prof. Gram- 
lich says that he intends to carry the test one step farther by feed- 
ing 10 head each of calves, yearlings, 2-year-olds and 3-year-olds. 
Results this year were conclusive, as far as they went, but many 
practical feeders are of the opinion that comparison with mature 
3-to-4-year-old steers will emphasize still more strongly the economy 
of the calves and yearlings.

JOHN HITCH SELLS HIS BULLS 
TO HIS NEIGHBORS; RIGHT METHOD! 


What do you do with your bulls when there is a slump? Steer 
them and feed them out for market, hold them over for better 
times, ship them out to the range, or sell them to your neighbor 
farmers at whatever prices they will pay? 

The ordinary method is to let the bulls lay around and lament 
that there is “no market for Aberdeen-Angus bulls” because of 
this, that or the other thing. But John Hitch and a few of the 
other Tennessee boys have a system that beats this. If there is no 
market for bulls at the prices they like to quote in letters, they get 
the farmers in and sell at their prices in open competition. Bulls 
bring what the farmers can pay, and when there are bulls selling 
from $50 to $250, they soon learn to climb the grade of prices to 
get the best bulls. At his recent sale, Mr. Hitch sold fifteen head 
of his 1921 crop at an average of close to $90, which certainly is 
not to be spoken of lightly in these days of cash scarcity and 
“frozen” markets. Imagine starting fifteen new men in your 
neighborhood with pure bred bulls from ‘your herd all at one time! 
Does that not give the seed herd a clientele to work on much better 
than canvassing the highways and byways for prospects? Every 
man will need advice from time to time—follow-up service manu- 
facturers would call it—and every one will be working for the breed 
and for the man from whom they got their bull. Probably each 
of these fifteen will be the reason for turning at least fifteen mor?

How easy it is to immediately furnish 
pedigrees for pure breds as soon as the 
transaction is completed, and how much 
trouble it makes for everybody touching the 
deal when such papers aren’t forthcoming! 
If a new breeder but realized how quickly 
and accurately he is judged by his handling 
of this little matter he would make the im- 
mediate, accurate and legible handling of 
pedigrees to buyers his most essential step 
to a pure bred business career. Secretary 
J. R. Pfander of the National Duroc Record 
Association has covered the ground so nicely 
on this matter for his hog men that we re- 
print part of his editorial on this matter 
here, for while ordinarily cattle breeders 
are as a class a notch or two in advance of 
hog breeders in business matters, we be- 
lieve there is much the same men doing bus- 
iness with both pure bred hogs and cattle. 
Anyway, their problems and their slight of 
this matter are too frequent. 

“Did you ever sell a hog and not furnish a ped- 
igree? I know those engaged in the business of sell- 
ing pedigreed Duroes are as a class the finest lot 
of people engaged in any business, as I have been 
working with them all my life, but there are a few 
of them who do some things that are not for their 
interests financially, and one of the things is neg- 
lecting to furnish pedigrees promptly when they sell 
an animal. I realize that most of our breeders are 
veal farmers, and that they are up early in the 
morning and are on the job until late at night, and 
when a fellow has been working out in the open air

JOHN HITCH SELLS HIS BULLS 
TO HIS NEIGHBORS; RIGHT METHOD! 


What do you do with your bulls when there is a slump? _ Steer 
them and feed them out for market, hold them over for better 
times, ship them out to the range, or sell them to your neighbor 
farmers at whatever prices they will pay? 

The ordinary method is to let the bulls lay around and lament 
that there is “no market for Aberdeen-Angus bulls” because of 
this, that or the other thing. But John Hitch and a few of the 


‘other Tennessee boys have a system that beats this. If there is no 


market for bulls at the prices they like to quote in letters, they get 
the farmers in and sell at their prices in open competition. Bulls 
bring what the farmers can pay, and when there are bulls selling 
from $50 to $250, they soon learn to climb the grade of prices to 
get the best bulls. At his recent sale, Mr. Hitch sold fifteen head 
of his 1921 crop at an average of close to $90, which certainly is 
not to be spoken of lightly in these days of cash scarcity and 
“frozen” markets. Imagine starting fifteen new men in your 
neighborhood with pure bred bulls from ‘your herd all at one time! 
Does that not give the seed herd a clientele to work on much better 
than canvassing the highways and byways for prospects? Every 
man will need advice from time to time—follow-up service manu- 
facturers would call it—and every one will be working for the breed 
and for the man from whom they got their bull. Probably each 
of these fifteen will be the reason for turning at least fifteen mor?

How easy it is to immediately furnish 
pedigrees for pure breds as soon as the 
transaction is completed, and how much 
trouble it makes for everybody touching the 
deal when such papers aren’t forthcoming! 
If a new breeder but realized how quickly 
and accurately he is judged by his handling 
of this little matter he would make the im- 
mediate, accurate and legible handling of 
pedigrees to buyers his most essential step 
to a pure bred business career. Secretary 
J. R. Pfander of the National Duroc Record 
Association has covered the ground so nicely 
on this matter for his hog men that we re- 
print part of his editorial on this matter 
here, for while ordinarily cattle breeders 
are as a class a notch or two in advance of 
hog breeders in business matters, we be- 
lieve there is much the same men doing bus- 
iness with both pure bred hogs and cattle. 
Anyway, their problems and their slight of 
this matter are too frequent. 

“Did you ever sell a hog and not furnish a ped- 
igree? I know those engaged in the business of sell- 
ing pedigreed Duroecs are as a class the finest lot 
of people engaged in any business, as I have been 
working with them all my life, but there are a few 
of them who do some things that are not for their 
interests financially, and one of the things is neg- 
lecting to furnish pedigrees promptly when they sell 
an animal. I realize that most of our breeders are 
real farmers, and that they are up early in the 
morning and are on the job until late at night, and 
when a fellow has been working out in the open air 
ail day at manual labor, when he comes in the 
house after supper after finishing up the chores he

“Foreign Trade and its Relation to Agricul- 
ture.” 


(Continued from 4) 


to the complete meaning of our new status in 
world affairs and of the reactions of inter- 
national and economic forces is evidenced on 
every hand. Only a few weeks ago, for ex- 
ample, farmers’ organizations petitioned 
President Harding and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to readjust railway rates 
to the pre-war basis, and brought pressure 
on Congress to pass the Emergency Tariff 
bill. The farmers also sought the President’s 
aid to obtain a general decrease in Federal 
Reserve Bank rediscount rates based on farm 
commodities, and a large increase in Federal 
Reserve notes. A bill was introduced in the 
House of Representatives proposing to limit 
the interest chargeable by the Federal Re- 
serve banks. Organized labor has been seek- 
ing to maintain war-inflatd wages and spec- 
ial problems relating to hours and conditions 
of employment seemingly unconscious of the 
fact that national, political and economic 
forces which made such wages and problems 
possible have been supplanted by equally ir- 
resistible forces of deflation. 

A systematic campaign to bring about 
lower Federal Reserve discount rates and in- 
crease the volume of our currency was re- 
cently launched in Washington by a group 
of Senators from Western and Southern 
States. The specific objectives were a gen- 
eral decrease in rediscount rates based on 
farm commodities from 7 to 6 per cent. and 
an increase of one and three-quarter billion 
dollars in Federal Reserve notes. There was 
also referred to the House Committee on 
Banking a bill which would limit the interest 
chargeable by the Federal Reserve banks to 
5 per cent. per annum. 

Both this bill and the campaign just re- 
ferred to are economically unsound, as is the 
Emergency Tariff bill, and once more dem- 
onstrates the crying need for a better gen- 
eral understanding of elementary economics 
throughout this country. Wholly aside from 
the question of whether paper based on farm 
commodities merits a preferential rediscount 
rate—a question which the Federal Reserve 
Board is fully able to determine—the funda- 
mental mistake lies in the effort to bring po- 
litical pressure on the Federal Reserve 
Board, which should be as free from such 
considerations as the United States Supreme 
Court. The policy of the Federal Reserve 
Board should and must be determined by 
economic factors alone. The passage of the 
bill which proposes to limit interest rates 
of the Federal Reserve banks would revive 
currency inflation and deprive the Federal 
Reserve banks of all power they now pos- 
sess for controlling inflation. The inevita- 
ble result would be to recreate the possibility 
of money panics, one of the chief things the 
Federal Reserve System was designed to 
prevent, 

Our farmers must remember that while 
they have borne the brunt of deflated prices 
so far and the average price paid to the pro- 
ducers of principal crops in this country on 
April 1 was 58 per cent. lower than a year 
ago, the forthcoming crops will be raised 
cheaper than the crops of the last few years 
by about 25 per cent. The supply of farm 
labor at the beginning of May was 95 per 
cent, normal, as compared with 72 per cent. 
in May 1920, and 84 per cent. in May 1919. 
Farm wages are from 25 to 35 per cent. less 
than last year. 

Leading men in the farmers organiza- 
tions have been informing us that the prim- 
ary problem of the day is the organization 
of machinery to move our exportable sur- 
plus. True, but the problem is far deeper 
and more comprehensive than that. Sus- 
tained national prosperity is built upon a 


properly balanced trade situation, a situation 
in which buying and selling and paying in 
both domestic and foreign fields will meet 
upon a basis intelligently worked out and 
logically arranged, instead of upon one 
which lacks important fundamentals and is 
filled with dangerous fictions. The import- 
ant thing is balance. Any tendency which 
leads us away from a condition of balance 
indicates the possibility of danger, of dispro- 
portion, of things which must be overcome 
or removed. It is not difficult to give the 
meaning of a surplus and to say that a sur- 
plus which cannot be disposed of profitably 
is more than no surplus at all. It simply 
takes up space and time and clogs the na- 
tional machinery. We have a surplus of pro- 
ducts of various kinds in all our major in- 
dustries—-raw products, partly finished and 
finished products—and we will continue to 
have unprofitable surpluses unless we de- 
velop the practical side of this problem of 
trade balance, make increasing effort to 
create new markets and at the same time 
cultivate the habit of buying in the markets 
in which we expect to sell. There is no oth- 
er effective way.

Doddies Give Milk in British Columbia. 

Much interest is being taken in the items 
pertaining to the milking qualities of the 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and a number of com- 
munications have been received of late, 
among them being this one from Mr. Chas. 
FE. Hope, manager of Deep Creek Farm, 
Limited, located at Langley Fort, B. C., un- 
der date of June 6th and addressed to the 
Editor of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

“In a recent Journal I read an account of 
the milk producing qualities of the Doddie. 
Some of your readers may be interested to 
hear my experience. We have a small herd 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
about 30 ordinary grade dairy cows, most 
of them half Aberdeen-Angus and the other 
half Holstein, Jersey and Shorthorn. A few 
of them are almost pure bred either Jersey 

or Holstein, with no Aberdeen-Angus. We 

do not make any pretense of having an 
extra swell dairy herd, but we believe they 
are about the average for a grade herd. 
They are tested for butterfat once every 
month by the official tester of a milk test- 
ing circle. We do not milk the registered 
Aberdeen-Angus as a rule, except on the 
first calf, in order to get them used to be- 
ing handled and as we do not put these an- 
imals into our regular dairy herd after- 
wards we do not test them regularly for 
butterfat. But most of our grade cows we 
raised ourselves from the Aberdeen-Angus 
bull and many breeders will perhaps be 
surprised to hear that of seven first calf 
heifers last year three were Aberdeen-An- 
gus grades and gave over 250 lbs. of butter- 
fat each. The standing of the seven heifers 
is as follows, butterfat: 

“1. 305.7 Ibs—Aberdeen-Angus grade. 
276.6 lbs.—Aberdeen-Angus grade. 
256.7 lbs.—Jersey grade. 

253.0 lbs.—Aberdeen-Angus grade. 
215.3 lbs.—Jersey-Shorthorn grade. 
208.2 lbs.—Jersey grade. 

. 203.8 lbs.—Holstein grade. 

“The heifers noted as Jersey grade or 
Holstein grade are almost pure bred and do 
not show any sign of any other breed except 
the ones named and were not from our bull. 
The Aberdeen-Angus cross, so far from re- 
ducing the quantity of butterfat, appears 
to have increased it. The cows in all cases 
from which these half bred Aberdeen-Angus 
calves came were ordinary grade dairy cows. 
No. 4, with 253 Ibs. to her credit, is at least 
a three-quarters breed Aberdeen-Angus. We 
are also milking this year a regictered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cow on her second calf that 
IS giving 3% gallons a day, testing 4 per 
cent.—one of the heifers in above list runs 
5 per cent., the highest of the seven heifers 
for last year.”

Director Eckardt Defends Policy 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

In your issue of June 13th Mr. Campbell 
has something to say in regard to “policies” 
he believes in progress but would banish the 
fieldmen and makes the direct statement 
that the result of their work has not been 
worth its cost. He grows still more reck- 
less in his statements and says “It is notor- 
ious that the two new fieldmen (Mr. 
Daughtery and Dr. Seulke appointed in 1919) 
were practically private fieldmen of two of 
the directors as their location made them of 
comparatively little use to the body of 
breeders.” There is scarcely any doubt tak- 
ing location into account that Mr. Camp- 
bell’s accusing finger is pointed toward Mr. 
Battles and myself. It is a pity Mr. Camp- 
bell is moved to launch an attack of this 
sort. It would be beneath notice were it 
not for the chance that some member not 
familiar with the facts might be impressed 
with such a statement coming from the 
President of the Association. 

Mr. Battles hails from Iowa, that great 
center of the breed’s activities. He is so 
well known. He has done so much for the 
advance of the breed, that it is quite certain 
with the great body of breeders his honor 
and reputation are safe. 

In regard to Dr. Seulke and myself, the 
verdict can safely be left with mem begg in 
the territory served by Dr. Seulke, and’ w 
can only hope members in the States far- 
ther removed will not be influenced by Mr. 
Campbell’s caustic statement which has no 
basis in fact. ; 

The article by Mr. Campbell shows con- 
clusively that he is a capable fault finder 
and efficient in destructive criticism. He 
would tear down but offers nothing tangible 
to take the place cf that which he would 
destroy. It is encouraging however to have 
this public statement from him in regard to 
opinion as to the future of the Associa- 
ion. 

There is no doubt his article is a plea for 
a return to the ONE-SECRETARY ASSO- 
CIATION. It cannot be construed in any 
other way. It is well to have the issue so 
clearly defined. Obviously this Secretary 
must be one who does not believe in field- 
men or extension work as it is usually de- 
fined. This means we must exist as a Rec- 
ord Association continuing premiums at 
fairs and “publicity” which will no doubt be 
of the old style brand. It is unthinkable 
that the majority of members should de- 
sire this method of management, for at 
every annual meeting where there has been 
an opportunity to discuss the question the 
members present have voiced their opinion 
in no uncertain way in favor of an advance 
movement and in their faith in fieldmen as 
a means to promote this in the surest way 
—not in the “backward progress’ advised 
by Mr. Campbell. 

To anyone in doubt as to the value of the 
fieldmen we would point to the South and 
its amazing development. There were pion- 
eer breeders there of faith and courage but 
ask the Southern breeder if the progress 
would have been so rapid or so sure without 
the splendid work done by Dr. Lowe. The 
South has afforded a constant and profit- 
able market to the breeders of the older es- 
tablihsed sections and well informed obser- 
vers state that the South has but begun to 
grow. 

Men of vision and foresight can see the 
same opportunity for extension in the West 


and East. Anyone who is i 
with the work done by Dr. Seuike ‘anuline 
deny the value his services have been j — 
tablishing the breed on a sound basis - tl “d 
Eastern field. Mr. Campbell says oyy ca 
are our best fieldmen. We know the a 
the best beef cattle but how are you Bt 
to prove it to men in a section where the 
have not seen them and do not know th 4 
merit. The message must be carried rd 
them and the cattle brought before them u 
you cannot blame them for selecting cattle 
of another breed where the organization i. 
hind the breed has been more aggressive 
and progressive in pushing their cattle, ]t 
is true, promotion work does not always pay 
in dollars the year it is begun. It is true 
also that our Association spent more than it 
received in 1920. In this respect we were 
probably not different from every other 
breed Association and many individuals 
When Mr. Campbell states the advocates of 
an expansion policy would head the Asso- 
ciation toward “wreck and ruin” he talks 
nonsense. This group always advocated 
paying our way and the wisest economy in 
adminstration. 

Let me quote from a circular which has 
been signed by hundreds of breeders who 
believe in expansion in its truest sense: 

“We believe in a policy. that will promote 
harmony, secure the fullest co-operation of 
the Members in a way which will advance 
the interest of our breed throughout the en- 
tire country and make for the greatest pros- 
perity of all breeders big and little. 

“In order to secure these results, we fav- 
or a competent and sufficient field force 
with a Secretary capable of co-operating 
with them to the widest extent and one who 
believes in moving forward, not backward. 
We favor an adequate publicity policy and 
do not approve a 50 per cent. cut in pre- 
mium lists for fairs. 

“We believe in the wisest economy in all 
departments of the Association consistent 
with sound business policy. 

“We are not in favor of unnecessarily in- 
vading the surplus fund of the Association 
but believe the expense of carrying on the 
work as proposed above can be most equit- 
ably distributed in the amounts received for 
transfers and recording fees.” 

We believe the plan that will sell our 
cattle and advance the breed is the one to 
adopt and continue. It is better to pay a 
fair fee and be able to sell than reduce the 
fee to nothing and not be able to sell. 

It is for the members of our Association 
to decide whether we shall go forward or 
take the backward step. The answer can 
safely be left with them.

ATER SALE FOR BUSINESS!

is tired and does not feel like writing letters or ped- 
igrees, but if you have sold a hog agreeing to fur- 
nish a pedigree, it is just as much of an obligation 
that you furnish the pedigree as it is to furnish the 
hog. From the tone of a great many letters that I 
receive, I sometimes think that the purchaser would 
not make much more noise if you neglected to send 
the hog as to delay in furnishing the pedigree. 

“If your records are in the shape they should be, it 
will not take more than ten minutes, and you should 
be able to fill out the pedigree in five minutes. 
When it requires only a few minutes to make out 
a pedigree, in reality you do not have a very xgood 
excuse for being negligent. I have record of in- 
stances where a breeder has written as many as 
six leters to a customer advising him that just as 
soon as he could find time he would make out the 
pedigree, and it took longer to write each of these 
six letters than it would have taken to fill out the 
vedigree. Then we find breeders who are really up 
against a predicament. They have purchased a bred 
sow and instead of receiving a recorded pedigree with 
proper breeding certificates and transfer, they re- 
ceive an application for record which the Record 
This 
kind of a circumstance places the last seller in ba:l 
when he is really not to blame, but the customer is 
writing the Record Association and at the same time 
giving the breeder more of the kind of advertising 
that does no one any good than this breeder will be 
able to overcome. , 

“T recall an instance where a man purchased a 
splendid lot of sows and received several pedigrees 
that it took months to get them eligible for record. 
In the meantime he had sold a number of the off- 
spring and was unable to furnish pedigrees, and the 
way some of the customers went after him was awful 
and I am certain that several of them will never 
buy of this man again and will not lose an oppor- 
tunity of telling every one they come in contact with, 
all about the trouble they had getting pedigrees. I 
know of many instances where the purchaser has 
been heavily damaged on account of not receiving 
the pedigrees in a reasonable time. 

“The Record Associations all have good rules, but 
the trouble comes in getting the breeders to do what 
they agreed to do. A number of the State Associa- 
tions have rules wherein they will expel a member 
and publis) his name for failure to furnish pedigrees 
promptly, but by doing all we can we will probably 
succeed in eliminating this negligence. There is no: 
a day but what I work on several cases trying to vet 
breeders to furnish pedigrees. 

“I am inclined to be very considerate upon receiv- 
ing a complaint and write a decent letter to the 
breeder asking him to furnish the pedigree, but after 
I have written about. six letters to a breeder and he 
neglects to answer either me or the buyer, then I 
xet out of patience. I am sure that very few breed- 
ers really intend to be mean, but are just negligent, 
and I am sure that they do not realize the injury 
that they are doing themselves and every one inter- 
ested in the business and also to the advancement 
of the pure bred live stock industry.

William McCombie of Tillyfour aa

PART VI, 
Wm. M’Combie’s Father. 


In all standard and regular biographies, especially 
of a Scottish celebrity, the parentage, family and an- 
cestry are first and most conscientiously dealt with. 
In not a few biographies the parentage does not 
come prominently into the story. But in the case of 
William M’Combie of Tillyfour, we find not only the 
paternal parent, but the grand-parernal comes into the 
foreground, as important factors in the determining 
of William’s career: Charles M’Combie, his father. 
must be regarded as worthy of being given full credit 
in the development of his son. And as he was him- 
self the leading figure in these activities that preceded 
and were the basis upon which William was to build, 
it is incumbent on us to deal with Charles as we find 
it possible to do, deferring meantime the interesting 
romance of the prior family history as necessary to 
our knowledge of the one great historical figure of 
the family, John McCombie of Forter (died 1674) 
“who” it has been said, “‘was worthy of as much at- 
tention as given to the better known but less particu- 
lar Rob Roy.” This John was one of the “‘pioneers 
in the great industry of cattle breeding and droving 
which for a long period was the staple industry of the 
Highlands” (A. Mackintosh ‘MacIntosh Families’ of 
52). Charles was the son of William of Lynturk (the 
father of three lairds), and he of Robert, eldest son 
of Donald, son of John Forter, above. 

Charles M’Combie, first of Tillyfour, was born in 
1770, and died 10th September 1836; and his father 
with whom we see him in partnership—the father of 
three sons who became lairds—was born 1720, and died 
in 1808, consequently at the advanced age of 88 years. 
This was William, who was tenant of Mains of Lyn- 
turk, where he built himself a house, with the date 
1792, over the door, still standing, on the site of the 
old Castle of Lynturk, with the remains of the moat 
in front of it, and which was to become the property 
of his son, one of the three that became lairds. 

Some Documents. 

The first appearance of one of the family in the 
documents still in existence and in my possession is 
that of a ‘Contract betwixt John Duncan heritable 
proprietor of the lands aftermentioned on the one part 
and William M’Combie in Mains of Lynturk and John 
Rough in Rumbly (?) on the other part’ who “has 
Lett and hereby Letts for the space of thirty-one 
years from and after Whitsunday One Thousand seven 
hundred and seventy-two,” the lands of Buffle. in the 
parish of Tough, for the sum of Ten Pounds sixteen 
vhillings and cight pence sterling money; with the us- 
ual restrictions and obligations »s to mosses and cui- 
ting of peats and milling of corn at How Mill. ete.. 
which contract “is subseribed and witnessed at 


1775. 


Broom,”’ March 24, 
We are unable to give any particulars as to John 
Rough, though the writer has recollections of hearing 
the name mentioned. Buffle was a very desirable 
farm, not large but of sunny exposure, kindly soil. 
and productive of interest because on it was built the 
‘*manse”’ of the Seceder U. P. church, which itself was 
built) across the road on the Lynturk estate; a new 
chureh being built on another part of the estate, the 
manse being then used as the farm house of Buffle. 
The next document that we notice is the minute of 
a tack between William M’Combie in Mains of Lyn- 
turk and Charles M’Combie, his son, and John Gor- 
don of Cairnfield and John Gordon, Jr., advocate, for 
the farm of Mains of Lynturk “presently occupied by 
William M’Combie,” during their joint lives and to the 
longest liver, for the space of nineteen years after 
their death, etc. The proprietors ‘oblige themselves to 
assist in building a dwelling-house, kiln and kiln barn, 
to the extent of five guineas, and to take these houses

Here we have Charles, the father of William of Til. 
lyfour, started on his career, in which he was to ac. 
quire a leading position among the great cattle deal. 
ers of the years immediatcly succeeding. In this part. 
nership the elder William prepared his son Charles for 
making a success of the business in which he Was {o 
embark, this senior William himself being a dealer jn 
cattle, attending the markets in Aberdeenshire and 
the adjoining counties, and it is said that when he 
visited the Angusshire markets he was recognised by 
the Earl of Airlie of his time as a descendant of 
John of Forter. . 

Charles, his son, married Ann Black, daughter of , 
substantial Buchan farmer, and had a large family, 
Besides William and Mary, who appear in this narra. 
tive, there survived Thomas, who went to Australig 
and became a member of the Legislature of Victoria, 
and Charles, who became minister in Lumphanan, the 
parish adjoining Tough, and received the degree of 
LL. I. from Marischal College, Aberdeen, the last de. 
gree of that grade granted by the College prior to its 
amalgamation with King’s College into the greater 
University of Aberdeen. The Rev. Charles M’Combie 
married for his second wife "Eliza Lamond, daughter 
of Mr. Lamond of Pitmurchie, who is mentioned in 
the “Awards at District Competitions” for bulls ani 
heifers, 1799 to 1847, given in the Appendix to Dr, 
Ramsay’s History of the Highland and Agricultunl 
Society of Scotland. He appears as the winner of 
first prize for heifers in the Upper District of Brae 
mar, 1818, as of Strathmore. He is also mentioned 
as one of the ealiest improvers of the Polled Aberdea 
breed on p. 46 of the History of Aberdeen-Angus (at. 
tle.

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Following the eareer of Charles, first of Tillyfour, 
‘e find a document entitled a ‘“‘precept,’’ Chas. 
Conic in Lynturk against James Emslie, in Back- 
don (2) to make payment of note for £28, in whien 
we find it is permitted to “eross fences, arrest, pound, 
and distrenzie the said acceptor’s haill readiest move- 
able goods, gear, debts and Sums of money in our 
shire,” etc. The James Emslie here referred to must 
be none other than that James Emslie who was one 
of the most progressive farmers in Tough, as shown 
by the fact that he was winner of awards made by 
the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland 
for Grasses in 1797, 1798, and 1799; and for Turnips 
in 1797, he being in these award lists described as of 
Cattie, Tough. This is quite an historical association, 


of which we find many at the very beginning of our 


story. 
A Famous ‘Man of the Vale. 


An interesting enough document is an ‘‘Account 
Mr, Charles M’Combie (in Lynturk) to A. Stewart 
(Huntly 1799"" for £16 10s 5d for auctioneering and 
to “going to Brachlach to his roup on your account” ; 
“to protesting and recording Forbes bill wt horning, 
& post,” £1 9s 8d; and “‘to executing percept A. 
Emslie,” ete. The bill was paid in instalments as the 
amounts accumulated apparently, one of them being 
paid 2lst Feb. 1800 by “James Milner, Tillyriach,” 
which, as we learn, became part of the Tillyfour es- 
tate. 

This is very interesting as it introduces to us the 
famous James Milner, “the Captain Barclay of the 
Vale’ (of Alford) who was, as William tells us in 
his book, ‘the first exhibitor at the first show in the 
country,” and the first to win a prize at these shows 
patronised by the H. & A. Society by the award of

premiums and medals. This happened in the year 
1802, the very year in which we discover that Buchan 
cows had been taken from Aberdeenshire into Caith- 
ness-shire because of their fame as dairy stock, which 
fact must have been known, if not participated in, by 
James Milner or Charles M’Combie. James Milner, 
as winner of the first prize at the first show in the 
country, which occurred at Kincardine O’Neil, is de- 
seribed in the records as of “‘Carnaveron,”’ one of the 
finest farms in Leochel Cushnie, almost adjoining 
Bridgend in the same parish, the latter afterwards 
Occupied by William of Tillyfour and owned by Wil- 
liam of Easter Skene as laird of Lynturk, in which it 
lay. Milner was also an exhibitor at the show next 
year. His first prize at the former show was a 
bull; as we presume was his exhibit the following 
year, when he gained third prize. James Milner be- 
came tenant of Tillyriach and built himself a house 
there in which he resided; and as Charles M’Combie 
of Tillyfour purchased the lands of Tillyriach and 
Cowford, ete., from Sir William Forbes of Craigievar, 
and incorporated them in the Tillyfour estate, it will 
be seen that the breeding operations of Milner were of 
importanee, and reflected early credit as a breeding 
centre, on Tillyfour, for really this seems to be the 
earliest instance of the kind traceable to any one who 
was to become intimately connected with the promo- 
tion of the breed that was to spring from these be- 
ginnings and to be known as the Aberdeen-Angus on 
Tilly-four itself, where the hoofs of that first prize 
bull and third prize animal—we have assumed the 
first to have been a bull, as prizes were then mostly 
assigned to bulls by the H. & A. S.—must have tread- 
ed the road from Tillyfour to Tillyriach, and very 
likely used there to serve whatever cows Charles may 
have maintained, sometimes in goodly numbers, as 
he traded considerably in them. It is therefore, im- 
portant to trace the sources to their explicit origin, of 
the breeding operations that we know must have been 
going on, and of which unfortnately, there is only too 
secant allusion, the most important of all being the 
reference to the herd of Robert Walker of Wester 
Fintray by Dr. Skene Keith in his “General View of 
the Agriculture of Aberdeenshire,” 1811, p. 162, which 
has been strangely overlooked by others, but to which 
reference shall be made, when dealing with Robert 
Walker’s contribution to the founding of the Polled 
berdecn breed. 

Tillyriach, though it was not then part of the Tilly- 
four estate, was topographically identified with it. It 
was at that time the property of Sir William Forbes 
of Craigievar, and William of Tillyfour tells a very 
characteristic story of Milner and his landlord. and 
how he outwitted himself for once, in his desire to 
have his laird render him payment for a large dwel- 
ling house. Being refused, because James had shown 
too great wealth in stock for the laird’s comfort, he 
built the house himself, and finding it needed a 
chimney-top to complete it, he went out one morning 
with his men and quietly removed a new dressed gran- 
i‘e chimney-top from the house of a neighbor, with- 
cut being detected, and had it placed on his own new 
house, where it remained for fifty years, until the 
houses at Tillyriach were taken down. Mr. M’Com- 
bie mentions him as a winner “at the first cattle 
show in the country,” and says that “Tillyfour and 
Tillyriach adjoin, and are now one farm’—which 
William himself made. ‘There were no end to the 
hares Milner killed.” 

Rising from Tillyriach was Ben Achaillach, “the 
seat of the herd,’ and stretching away to the east 
from that was Royal Corrennie and the Red Hill. 
which afforded William the means of supplying his 
friends with many assortments of so many “brace” 
of grouse and hares, that were always very welcome. 
Tillyriach, which means the King’s Knoll. significant 
name, was watered by ‘36 springs and wells” that 
had their rise at the foot of the Ben: and its “17 
fire-houses” should not be omitted from the enumer- 
ation of its amenities. Turned into a grazing by Wil- 
liam of Tillyfour it was a favourite haunt for the 
Prides and the Queens. But at the time about which 
we are dealing, when “Tillyriach was occupied by 
Milner and Tillyfour by Charles M’Combie” we can 
very easily see that these two held very much the 
same relation to each other that the Williamsons and 
the Walkers might be said to have occupied to each 
of themselves, during these same years. The relation

was, however, we may assume, even more intimate, 
because of their closer association ; and Milner’s exhi- 
bition of bulls was doubtless of great interest to 
Charles, who was called in to judge at these shows; 
and that breeding operations were thus in vogue 
at Tillyfour and Tillyriach at this period is one of 
those things that must be assumed as a fact. Milner 
was one of the great figures of the time as well as 
one of the very first to take a hand in that herd im- 
provement which saw its actual dawn at Tillyfour. 

Next we have eight long sheets, Statements of 
Bank Accounts, of Mr. Charles M’Combie (Mains of 
Lynturk), 1801, 1802; (and of Tilylfour) 1802-1812 
in account with the Commercial Banking Company 
in Aberdeen—

The largest By Cash item in these is that of Octo- 
ber 17, 1812, for £3686 lls 9d. In a computation 
made by Skene Keith in his general view of the coun- 
ty, the live stock and produce belonging to 29 
farmers and sub-tenants in the county amounted at 
that time to £14,325. The figures for 1812-13, of 
£14,383, recalls that during his son William’s life 
altogether 350 breeding animals were sold publicly 
from the Tillyfour herd for upwards of £14,000— 
(History of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle.) 

These were great figures for William McCombie’s 
days. Often spoke or wrote of “fabulous prices he 
and others had given for. certain animals; but these 
prices never went beyond the two-century mark. 
“Fabulous’” indeed! For we can not permit our- 
selves to compare them with the prices recorded 
today. The only fit comparison would be with some 
contemporary herd; and fortunate we are in being 
able to make such a comparison. We are indebted 
for being able to do this by the figures given in the 
late Robert Bruce’s “Fifty Years Among Shorthorns” 
which deals so largely with the Shorthorn herd of 
Amos Cruickshank. Here we find a summary of 
the prices realized by the Sittyton cattle from 1842 
until 1876 during which 1351 animals were sold at 
public auctions realizing £48,247, or an average of 
£35 14s 2d and an estimate of the total amount 
realized from 1842 until 1889, of £68,004 for 1912 
animals, or an average of £35 lls 4d. 

In regard to the large number sold at Sittyton it 
must be remembered that Amos Cruickshank devoted 
his entire attention, and his entire farm to the rais- 
ing of Shorthorns—-to his breeding herd; remaining 
quietly at home in silent contemplation of its culti- 
vation. William McCombie, on the other hand, pos- 
essed a more restless temperment and carried on 
a triple activity, that took him all over the country, 
day by day. He was not only a breeder, incidentaliy, 
but a grazier and feeder, a combined activity that 
led to: his placing the breed at the top of the mar- 
ket quotations at the greatest fat cattle market in 
the world, at Smithfield, London. Besides he kept 
continually training steers for the fat. stock shows 
at Birmingham and Smithfield, and elsewhere, as in 
France. On many occasions his exhibits at both the 
fat cattle show and the fat cattle market in London, 
at Christmas, created wonder how one man could 
furnish for both “shows” animals of such prime 
quality and perfection. But it was by such stren- 
uous means that he raised the standard of the breed 
high above all others, and thus was able to estab- 
lish his herd of supply and maintain it, often with 
the addition of ‘fabulous’ priced individuales his 
faney could not permit him to be without. 

Of all this ‘‘commercial beast’”’ sort of cattle rais- 
ing, feeding and fattening, combined with the more 
spectacular exhibiting, the sedate bide-at-home ‘‘sage 
of Sittyton’’ knew nothing and cared less--would 
doubtless have shrunk from encountering. It was 
the great Richard Stratton, of England, that was 
holding up the hands of the red, white and roan 
at these Smithfield contests, battles royal. He was

Purchase of Tillyfour. 


Then we are confronted with the docum 
ing to the purchase of the lands i 
other: (1) ‘Offer of Chas. seCownie, Mn oy 
Dec. 1802, of £2050” for the lands of Ti vc 

ands of Tillyfour, pay. 
able one-half on 20th June next and other on the 
29th' Dec. following. This offer “wrote by Adam 
Gordon of Cairnfield before these witnesses Capt 
S.ewart of the 75th Regt., John Kenney, servant te 
George Stewart of Tanachie, to be binding on me if 
accepted of within the course of tomorrow, and I am 
Sir, Yours, ete. (signed) Chas. M’Combie.” 

(2) Assignation, Adam Gordon, Esq., to Duncan 
Davidson, 1806; and (3) final discharge and renun- 
ciation. Duncan Davidson to Chas. M‘Combie, 1809, 
In this Charles M‘Combie becomes absolute owner 
of ‘All and whole the Town and Lands of Tillyfour, 
Mains and Manor place thereof, with houses biggins, 
yards, orchards, tofts, crofts, mosses, muirs, meadows, 
commonties, common pasturage, outsets, insets, an- 
nexes, connexes, dependencies, parts, pendicles and 
whole privileges of the same, particularly these parts 
of the lands of Tillyfour called Buffle and Craig- 
head with the town and lands of Howmill, mill lands 
(but excluding the multures of Tillyriach and Cow- 
ford and sichlike). All and whole the Teinds, great 
and small, parsonage and vicarage of said lands and 
pertinents, all being within the Barony of Cluny, par- 
ish of Tough and Sheriffdom of Aberdeen” and so 
on as to the condition and fulfilment of all the terms 
of sale &c. A subsequent letter-receipt dated Aber- 
deen 22 June, 1815, is one signed Duncan Davidson, 
to Thomas M‘Combie, Esq., Aberdeen, in which the 
former acknowledges “‘to have received Three hun- 
dred and ninety pounds sterling of account of your 
Brother, Mr. Charles M‘Combie, for enabling, me to 
settle the purchase of his superiority, feu-duty, and 
entry, with the Duke of Gordon’s agents’’ an account 
of particulars to be afterwards furnished. 

Here is a document that is interesting because of 
its signature— 

‘“‘Wellhouse, Dec. 2, 1814. Sir: I have just now 
got from you Fourteen pounds eleven shillings and 
six pence sterling and also credit for Six pounds 
fourteen shillings and six pence Stg. due by me to 
the Rev. R. Leith [Likely ‘‘of Whitehaugh,” and 
mentioned by Andrew Wight, 1784, as having some 
very fine stock ‘‘with fine spreading horn”] making 
in whole Twenty-one pounds 6|3 to acct. (amt.?) of 
rent for crop 1814 for which a proper rect. shall be 
given. Your most obt. Al. Taylor. To Chas. M‘Com- 
bie Esq., of Tillyfour.”’ 

The place where this crop was garnered is not 
stated; but the signature indicates that—-as we pre- 
sume it was that of the father of Farquharson Tay- 
lor, Mr. Taylor, Major Taylor, for the three forms 
appear in the first volume of the Herd Book as breed- 
er of a bull and four cows. This individual is 
described as “‘the late” in entries of cows calved in 
1853 and 1854. He was the purchaser of Panmure 
51 from Mr. William Fullerton, the breeder, at the 
Dundee show of 1843, where he headed the senior 
bull class. ‘He was never beaten except by his son 
Monarch 44.’’ purchased by William M‘Combie of 
Tillyfour, which Monarch may have been the four- 
year-old bull exhibited by Mr. M‘Combie in 1847 at 
Aterdeen. Mr. Farquharson Taylor, like some other 
of these breeders, was also an exhibitor and appat- 
ently a breeder of Shorthorns, or Teeswaters, at this

Three receipts show that Charles of Tillyfour was 
a member of most all of the county agricultural s0- 
cities. There are two receipts of the Kincardine 
O'Neil and Alford Farmers’ Society, the one dated 
Strathdon, 22nd August 1822, for subscriptions for 
the years 1816, ’17, °18, ’19, and ’20; and one for 
the years 1821, ’22, ’23, ’24, and 25, at the rate of

Four Shillings yearly.” They are signed by “Wm. 
Reid, Clerk to the Society.”” Another is: ‘Aberdeen, 
2nd Decemker 1818, received from Charles M‘Combie 
Esq. the sum of One Guinea, being his first 
years subscription to the Aberdeenshire Agricultural 
Association. Joint Sec., Robert Harvey.’’ Kinear- 
dine O'Neil and Alford were on the District Awards 
List of the Highland and Agricultural society. At 
this time there was also the Garioch Farmer Ciub, 
instituted in 1808, of which Charles does not seem 
to have been a memker, there being no receipts for 
annual subscriptions; but I have been accustomed to 
state that he was a judge at that show, at which 
“black humble’ exhibits appeared in the year 1812; 
in which statement I am confirmed by the present 
secretary of the Garioch Farmer Club, James Ander- 
son, Insch, Aberdeenshire—the fifth secretary in a 
hundred years—in response to an enquiry of mine, in 
which he supplies me with the information I wanted, 
viz., the sex of the two “black humble” animals ex- 
hibited by Robert Walker, Westor Fintray, at that 
show. I had my interest aroused by referring to 
Dr. Skene Keith’s Agricultural View of the County, 
where the composition of his herd was stated, viz., 
one bull, 16 cows, besides 62 black cattle of all ages, 
and 6 plough oxen, in the year 1811 (date of publi- 
cation of the “General View’’), a year previous to 
the year in which these “black humbles’’ were shown 
—and the information that I have received is that 
they were females—‘‘queys.”’ This added item of in- 
formation is interesting—it is curious that the witer 
of the article from which I obtained this information 
in the first place, the Banffshire Journal, May 16, 
1882, did not think of setting down this particular 
bit of information. The Garioch Farmer Club, ky 
the way, did more than any other possible thing to 


encourage the preservation of the Aberdeenshire 
Horned. 
I find a buneh of checks and bank receipts: 


“Charge my account with £800 sterling just now re- 
ceived from you on account of Chas. MeCombie of 
Tillyfour,” signed by Thomas MecCombie (Commercial! 
Bank, Aberdeen). Here is a receipt: Edinburg 8th 
Nov., 1816, ‘‘Received from Robert Taylor, Esq., 
Carfrae one hundred and seventy-five pounds ster- 
ling which is placed to his credit with the Commer- 
cial Banking Company of Scotland;” it is signed by 
Hugh Auld, p. manager. 

Another is signed by Chas. McCombie himself: 
20th Nov. 1824, ‘Pay the bearer four thousand pounds 
sterling and charge to account of Chas. McCombie,” 
Banking Coy., Aberdeen. 

I find a number of receipts for rents of Mains of 
Lynturk Drumdaig (the Hosie farm to the north of 
Tillyburn) ; Tillymair in Tough; Bubble on Tillyfour ; 
and Cortlach for grasses. There are also receipts 
for Tillyfour’s share of the parish minister’s stipend 
—‘seven pounds sterling ;’” and the salary of the par- 
ish schoolmaster ‘‘nine shillings.” 

Here are three quaint receipts: 2nd day of April 
1801, 17th day of Sept. 1801 and 30th day of June 
1802, for respectively one shilling and eight pence, 
two shillings, and two shillings and four pence, from 


William McCombie, Mains of Lynturk signed by 
Chas. Ingram (for duties of Malt in Round 6, accord- 
ing to the Laws.) In 1826 is a formidable document, 
a “Malster’s Licence’’ to hereby licence and empower 
Charles McCombie living at Tillyfour, ete., to exercise 
or carry on the Trade or Business of a Maltser or 
Maker of Malt at Tillyfour .. . the quantity of 
Ivalt . within the year ending th Fifth day of 
July in each year exceeding one quarters, and not 
exceeding Fifty quarters, and he having paid the 
sum of seven shillings and six pence for this licence, 
ete. dated this 28th of Oct., in the year of our Lord 
1826, etc. In July 1827 is a short receipt form for 
18s 10d, for the duties of 09 and 40-100 Bushels of 
Malt according to the laws in that Behalf made. 
And another form, date eighteenth, permitting Chas. 
McCombie, Tillyfour, to receive one cask of British 
Spirits from Malt, eleven and three-fourths gallons 
from the Stocks of Barclay McDonald and Co., Dis- 
tillers, of which an account has been taken and 
duties charged. 


In these days the “home-brew” seems to have been 
quite a domestie virtue that even George Washing- 
ton at about the time or toward the end of the 
eighteenth century cultivated and sets down in his 
writings minute instructions for brewing, for he also 
found it quite proper to brew his own malt. Indeed, 
as Alexander Milne, the venerable minister of the 
Parish of Tough in William’s time, used to insist, 
the best cure for intemperance he could advocate was 
that every one should be allowed to make his own 
“brew’’ which idea has actually come to be. 


And the farrier was in request, too. Peter Smith, 
Argathen, renders a bill dated 12th of June 1807: 
19th April for cutting a tumor of a stot at Tillyfour 
3 0 27th attendance at Do and 3 oz spt Turpentine 
0 300.2 May Do and 1 box ointment 0 2 6. 22nd 
Do at Lanturk and Tillyfour 0 2 0 £0 13 10. 

And another 14th June 1812 also to Chas. MecCom- 
bie of Tillyfour: ‘29th December cutting growths 
from ox hind hoofs 0 3 0.17 March Croping a Mule 
at Tillyfour 0 5 0 —Attendance at Tillyfour 0 2 6.— 
Do at 0 0, to an ox 0 2 6. £0 13 0.” The second 
item in the list is distinctly for a ‘mule’ so tt 
would ke curious to know what sort of use such a 
rare animal in these parts could have been put to at 
Tillyfour.

Contagious Abortion the Disease—A 
Serious Factor.

All debris, soiled bedding and the dead 
foetus should be collected in a water tight 
container, taken out of the stable and 
burned at once. The door, guters, and all 
remaining discharges should be disinfected 
by spraying with one part of compound 
liquor cresol in thirty parts of water. After 
the placenta has been removed and the 
uterus irrigated with a mild antiseptic the 
cow, if she is not already isolated from the

balance of the herd, should be removed to 
suitable quarters some distance from the 
other cattle, hot necessarily from the stable 
as she must not be neglected. Daily irriga- 
tion of the vagina and uterus with mild and 
suitable antiseptic agents should be kept up 
until all vaginal discharges cease. The ex- 
ternal genital organs, tall and adjacent 
parts should be washed at the same time 
with an antiseptic solution. Agents that 
allay irritation and arrest inflammation of 
the uterus and vagina have much to do with 
preventing sterility. Strong medicine, in- 
sufficiently diluted, when applied to an al- 
ready irritated and inflamed surface do 
great harm.—The Purdue Agriculturist.

Cupbearer the Famous Sire of Erica.

202999, 10.2 per cent. 

Earl Eric of Ballindalloch 100422, son of 
Eblamere, and extensively used in Iowa, was 
9.8 per cent Cupbearer. Earl Marshall 
183780 and Enlate 209477, sires in use today 
in Iowa herds, contain 7.5 and 8.6 per cent., 
respectively, of Cupbearer. Black Wood- 
lawn 42088, with 5.7 per cent. Cupbearer, ap- 
pears as the lowest in this blood of any of 
the important Angus sires of recent date. 

Many others of the important American 
show bulls are relatively rich in Cupbearer 
blood. The pedigree of Evenest of Bleaton 
223224, the champion at the 1918 Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition, analyzes 9.9 
per cent. of the old foundation sire. Epistos 
201189, champion at the 1916 International, 
shows 8.2 per cent. and Blackcap Bertram 
183787 shows 8.6 per cent. Bar Marshal 
229185, twice the champion at the lowa State 
Fair, shows 7.2 per cent. International 
champion bulls average 7.3 per cent. of Cup- 
bearer blood and Iowa State Fair champions 
7.6 per cent. 

A high percentage of Cupbearer blood 
should be indicative of fashionable breeding 
in an animal, since most of the best sires 
that have been used in Scotland and Amer- 
ica have been high in this blood.
